Hitler’s defeat ita proponents, 
with the tacit approval of the 
Russian military yovernme nt, 
brought their programme into 
being. 

Provincial governments ennct- 
ed Jaws providing for the break- 
ing up of every estate of more 
than 100 hectares (247 acres) 
and even smaller ones if they be- 
longed to active Nazis uy this 
process they liquidate holdinys 
of feudal familics which sup- 
plied the German army with 
60 per cent of jts generals and 
66 per cent of its officers, 

The first American correspon~ 
dents to visit the Russian zone 
saw an example of bodenreform 
on a 677-acre cstate at Burg- 
werbe in Saxony province. It 
was owned formerly by Karl 
Reinhardt, one-time cuptain in 
the Germany army.
